WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
promis ed Wednes day that pro­ 
pos ed funds to aid Cambodia 
will 
not 
turn 
the 
Southeas t 
As ian nation into another Viet­ 
nam. 
“ We hav e no military forces 
nor adv is ers in Cambodia, nor 
do we intend to s end any ,” Rog­ 
ers told the Hous e Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee. He s aid als o 
there are no pres ent plans to 
s upply Cambodia with s ophis ti­ 
cated military equipment. 


Rogers appeared before the 
panel in s upport of a Nix on ad­ 
minis tration reques t for $1 bil­ 
lion more in foreign-aid funds in 
the current fis cal y ear, includ­ 
ing a total ot more than $250 
million for Cambodia. 
“ I made it clear that we had 
no intention of letting Cambodia 
become, in terms of American 
inv olv ement, another Vietnam,” 
Rogers s aid in reference to his 
tes timony before Congres s las t 
April. 
“ We adhere to thos e princi­ 
ples , and this reques t is cons is t­ 
ent with them. It will not mak e 
Cambodia another Vietnam. 
It 


will help to reduce our inv olv e­ 
ment in Vietnam.” 
Rogers , in res pons e to com­ 
mittee ques tions , s aid he does n’t 
feel the res umption of bombings 
in North Vietnam would hav e 
any effect one way or the other 
on the Paris peace talk s . 


At this point, he s aid, there 
has been no progres s in the 
talk s . 
In res pons e to a ques tion from 
Rep. J ohn V. Tunney , D-Calif., 
Rogers s aid the State Depart­ 
ment was cons ulted in adv ance 
of the U.S. commando raid on 
the 
Son 
Tay 
pris oner-of-war 
camp in North Vietnam. 
Rogers added, when pres s ed 
by Tunney , that he had not con­ 
s ulted Congres s . 
"My attitude on that (cons ul­ 
tation on the raid) is that no one 
s hould k now,” Rogers s aid. "I 
didn't tell any one in State who 
didn't need to k now.”

Ph y sicist Sak harov h as protested the abu se of 
civ il righ ts in the d etneiton and sentening of fellow 
R u ssians for ex pressing v iews critical of Sov iet so­ 
ciety . Du e to his political activ ity he h as been bar­ 
red from work ing on secu rity projects.

New Y ork 's K enned y International A irport alone 
loses an estim ated $7 million a y ear in cargo hi­ 
jack ing. Insu rance losses a t the airport h av e in­ 
creased 6 00 per cent in the last two y ears. 


Ad d itionally , accord ing to the Post Office D epart­ 
m ent, m ail th efts at Kenned y totaled $6 5 million 
for the th ree y ears from 19 6 7 throu gh 19 6 9 


Althou gh organized crim e d iv id es oth er cities by 
territory , ev ery branch of “ the m ob” operates at 
Kenned y , Mob h ijack ers h av e been k nown to get 
th eir own tru ck ers into the airport for pick u p ah ead 
of legitim ate tru ck ers.

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Rosettes Light Airy Change 
From Rich Holiday Desserts

cooks often make Rosettes ar­ 
ou nd holiday time! These airy 
trifles are crisp and not too 
sweet — a delightfu l change 
from fru itcake and other rich 
desserts. 


Rosettes are made with a ro-i 
sette-shaped metal mold that 
has a detachable handle. The 
molds come in v ariou s designs: 
in the photograph abov e y ou ’ll 
see that we u sed both the ro­ 
sette and bu tterfly shapes. Some 
of these “irons.” as they are 
called, come with bell, star and 
Christmas-tree 
molds 
and 
if 
these holiday shapes are 
on 
hand y ou will want to u se them^ 
You can make these rosettes 
or other shapes sev eral weeks 
ahead of serv ing and store them 


in a tightly cov ered tin box . 
Then ju st before serv ing, sprin­

Question: Where Fable 
Ends, Does Fact Begin? 


Who created Santa Claus? 
Why kiss under the mistletoe? 
When was Christmas first cele­ 
brated? 
The answers to these and oth­ 
er questions relating to Christ­ 
mas are a fascinating mixture 
of fact and fable, says Dr. F. 
Stuart Crawford, chief etymol­ 
ogist of the Merriam-Webster 
dictionaries. 
Here are actual histories, leg­ 
ends and word origins of the 
popular 
Christmas 
traditions 
Americans enjoy today. 
Santa Claus 
is 
a 
genuine 
American creation. 
His name 
is an Americanization of the 
Dutch ‘Sinterklaas’ an alterna­ 
tive of ‘Saint Nikolaas’. Even 
his jolly appearance originated 
in this country. In the early 
1600’s the Dutch settlers in New 
York, who loved Yuletide feast­ 
ing and 
merriment, 
depicted 
Sinterklaas as a tubby charac­ 
ter in short breeches. 
The real St. Nicholas, whose 
name in many languages around 
the world is synonomous with 
Christmas gift-giving, was an 
early Christian bishop who lived 
in the 4th century in the pro­ 
vince of Lycia in Asia Minor. 
He was known for his generosity 
to all people in need, especially 
children, and is universally con­ 
sidered the patron saint of young 
people. 
The 
Christmas 
Stocking, 
stuffed with gifts, is credited to 
a popular legend about one of 
St. Nicholas’ many kindnesses. 
An impoverished merchant had 
three daughters for whom he 
could provide no dowry, which 
in those days meant the girls 
could not make a suitable m ar­ 
riage. So as each daughter grew 
up, St. Nicholas secretly pass- 


TINY AND ELFISH was the Santa Claus of the early 19th 
century. Sliding down the chimney was no problem for the 
small man who carried a runt-sized basket of treasures strap- 
oed across his shoulders. The cross on his fur hat is a clue to 
his probable identity—the European Saint Nicholas, fourth cen­ 
tury Bishop of Myra, an ancient city of Asia Minor. 
Early 
Christmas cards in the Hallmark Historical Collection show 
that Santa Claus or Father Christmas also was portrayed as 
a priestly, white bearded old man and as a buccaneer and dan­ 
dy type. 


present day traditions of kiss­ 
ing under the mistletoe, which 
the English introduced here, has 
become much more flirtatious 
and romantic. 
The poinsettia, now erne of the 
most popular Christmas plants, 
is native to the American con­ 
tinent. It is named for Dr. Joel 
Roberts Poisett of South Carol­ 
ina, who discovered the color­ 
ful flower in Mexico when he 
was the American envoy there 
from 1825 to 1829. The Mexicans 
called the plant the Flower of 
the Holy Night or of Christmas 
Eve. A Swiss farmer in Cali­ 
fornia, Albert Ecke, is credited 
with the original development 
of this flower, and his son made 
Encinitas in the southern part 
of that state the poinsettia capi­ 
tal of the world. 
Mince Pie, a popular holiday 
dessert, has been 
known for 
over 500 years in England. At 
first it contained as much as 
six pounds of meats, and the 
sweeter ingredients were added 
over the years. The pie has 
been called by a 
variety of 
names, 
among 
them 
“shred 
pie,’’ “wayfarers’ pie,” since 
it was served to all holiday 
visitors, and plain “Christmas 
pie.” It was believed to bring 
good 
luck 
if eaten between 
Christmas 
Day 
and 
Twelfth 
Night, and the left-over was dis­ 
tributed to the poor at the end 
of the Yuletide season. 
Christmas Carols. 
St. Fran­ 
cis of Assisi is generally con 
sidered the father of the Christ­ 
mas Carol. When he created the 
first nativity scene in Greccio, 
Italy, in 1224, he led the people 
in songs of praise to the Christ 
Child and a new idea about the 
holiday season came from this 
jovial singing. 
Christmas carols, as they are 
sung today, date from about the 
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14th century, when people of 
many 
lands 
began 
to 
sing 
Christmas songs in their own 


languages rather than in Latin. 
The modern word “carol” has 
wandered far from its original 
meaning, says Dr. Crawford. 
Its origins are found in the 
Greek “choros” meaning dance. 
This was combined with the 
Greek “aulein,” to play on the 
flute, and formed “choraules,” 
a flute player who accompan­ 
ied the choral dance. 
The world evolved through 
Latin to the Old French “car­ 
ole,” a dance accompanied by 
singing. In the English form, 
gradually the meaning of dance 
was lost and song alone sur­ 
vived. Today a carol generally 
means a popular song or bal­ 
lad of religious joy.

children without measuring the 
playthings against any criter­ 
ia,” Glass maintains. “ Toys are 
investments, no matter what 
their price. They are invest­ 
ments in a child’s future and 
should be considered as such.”

advanced 
technologies are being applied 
more and more to toy designs, 
playthings are becoming more 


If half of the above questions 
can be answered in the affirm­ 
ative the chances are the toy 
will be a good selection, Glass 
maintains. If seven to eight 
questions get the nod, the toy 
is definitely recommended. If 
all 10 questions receive “ Yes” 
replies, the toy qualifies as ex­ 
cellent and will be a good buy 
and a fine present for a child.

Postmen at 
North Pol e 
Are Busy 


NORTH POLE, N.Y. (AP) — 
Each year, thousands of chil­ 
dren do their best to scribble a 
magic name on an envelope, in­ 
sert a carefully-crayoned letter 
and drop it in the nearest mail 
bog. 
The name is Santa Claus. The 
address, the North Pole. 
To children, the North Pole is 
a valid address. The ZIP code 
is not important to them. And 
they want Santa to answer 
quickly, 
provided 
it 
doesn’t 
take much time away from toy 
making. 
Often that’s just what they 
get — a letter postmarked 
“ North Pole” and signed “ San­ 
ta Claus.” 
The letters on which so many 
young hopes ride are frequent­ 
ly forwarded by local post­ 
masters to this post office in 
upstate New York near the 
eastern edge of the Adirondack 
Mountains. Most of the year the 
little post office handles mail 


to and from a nearby park call­ 
ed “ Santa’s Workshop.” 
During December the volume 
of mail shoots upward. A park 
spokesman said that during the 
Christmas season the post of­ 
fice handles nearly one million 
pieces of mail, including about 
100,000 letters from children. 
Most of the rest were requests 
for stamped letters to be can­ 
celled with a North Pole post­ 
mark and forwarded. 
The postmarking service is 
free for any number of letters 
up to 250. Above that there is a 
charge of a penny per letter. 
The spokesman said most of the 
requests for 
the 
postmark, 
which is a standard Post Office 
Department stamp with North 
Pole in the circle, come from 
persons who want to add a spe­ 
cial touch to their holiday greet­ 
ing cards. 
The 
envelopes 
must 
be 
stamped and addressed, 
with 
ZIP codes, and mailed in a 
larger envelope addressed to: 
Postmaster, Santa’s Workshop, 
North Pole, N.Y., 12946. 
If parents request, 
Santa 
Claus will send their children a 
personal letter in a gaily decor­ 
ated Christmas envelope. 
The charge is 15 cents each.

mails his wishes to the North 
Pole and the letter arrives at 
Santa’s Workshop, it is answer- as possible.

of oil to relight the Menorah 
could be found. But, miraculous­ 
ly, according to the Talmud, 


could be obtained. 
Since then the Menorah has 
become the symbol for this hol­ 
iday. 


Happy Hanukkah cards come 
in a variety of shapes, colors 
and designs, but the most popu­ 
lar are the ones depicting nine 
lighted candles in an eight arm ­ 
ed Menorah with an additional 
candlestick holder rising higher 
in the center, according to a 
spokesman for Norcross. 
Hanukkah means dedication 
and this eight day holiday, also 
called “ The Festival of Lights,” 
begins on the 25th day of the 
Jewish month of Kislev which 


falls during the month of De­ 
cember. 
The holiday originated in 165 
B.C. It was then that Judah the 
Maccabee and his band of guer­ 
illas marched triumphantly into 
Jerusalem after defeating 
the 
four armies of the tyrant Syrian 
king, Antiochus IV. Much to 
their dismay they found that 
the Temple had been desecrat­ 
ed by the enemy. It would have 
to be cleansed and re-dedicated 
before it could be used again

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When the first Hanukkah Me­ 
norah was made, the Jew s rec­ 
ognized that it was forbidden to 
imitate the seven-branch can­ 
dlestick of the Temple. Also, 
they wanted to honor the little 
jar of oil that had served them 
well, so they designed an eight­ 
armed lamp with an individual 
center shaft for the shammash 
(servant light) by which all the 
wicks were lit. 
No special services are held 
in the synagogues, but, at the 
evening service, the candles are 
lit just as they are in the Jew ­ 
ish home. The first night, one 
candle 
and 
each 
succeeding 
night, another candle is lit, until 
on the eighth night they all burn 
brightly. 
A 
favorite 
custom 
among 
many Jewish families is the giv­ 
ing of gifts to the children. 
An interesting coincidence is 
that Christmas is celebrated in 
the sam e season as Hanukkah, 
and that candles in the win­ 
dows of Christians carry the 
m essage of peace on earth good 
will towards men. And, as for 
so many oenturies past, at the 
same 
time 
Hanukkah 
lights 
shine from -the Menorahs 
in 
Jewish homes, proclaiming the 
victory of God and the eventual 
triumph of free men.

There are abou t two d ozen re­ 
ligiou s holid ay s a y ear in this 
eastern Med iterranean cou ntry 
with its popu lation of 2 .4 mil­ 
lion almost ev enly d iv id ed be­ 
tween Christians and Moslems. 
The gov ernment, wtiich is al­ 
way s head ed by a 
Christian 
presid ent and a Moslem prime 
minister, 
encou rages observ ­ 
ance of religiou s holid ay s be­ 
cau se it ties the d ifferent sects 
together and promotes national 
u nity . It also prev ents ou tbreak s 
of religiou s fighting that hav e 
trou bled 
other 
parts 
of 
the 
world . 
Beginning in mid -December 
“Moslems and Christians giv e 
parties, d ecorate their homes, 
stores and streets and ex change 
card s and gifts,” one Lebanese 
said . "Lik e other parts of the 
world with non-Christian reli­ 
gions, Christmas here is becom 
ing in many respects a secu lar 
holid ay .” 
In past y ears, some Moslem 
holid ay s, which are d etermined 
by the moon, fell arou nd Christ­ 
mas and heightened the festiv e 
mood . That d oesn’t happen this 
y ear bu t conv eniently Christmas 
falls on a Frid ay , the Moslem 
sabbath. 
“The religiou s aspect of the 
holid ay d oesn’t pose mu ch of a 
problem,” said one Lebanese 
Moslem. “Ou r religion recogniz 
es Jesu s as a prophet bu t not 
as important as Mohammed . In 
fact some of the most beau tifu l 
v erses of the Koran are the 
ones that d escribe Mary and her 
child . 
Actu ally there 
are sev eral 
Christmases in Lebanon, which 
Ministry of Tou rism officials 
nev er tire of d escribing as the 
only cou ntry in which Jesu s 
Christ took a v acation. 
The Eastern chu rch — the 
Greek Orthod ox and the Armen­ 
ians — follow the Ju lian calen­ 
d ar, which is 13 d ay s behind the 
Protestants, 
Roman 
Catholics 
and Maronite Catholics. TTiis 
means there is an almost con­ 
tinu ou s rou nd of celebrations be­ 
tween Dec. 24 and Jan. 7 when 
the 
. Armenians 
hav e 
their 
Christmas. 
On these holid ay s, 
Moslem 
lead ers v isit Christian political 
lead ers and clergy to pay their 
respects. Then the Christians re­ 
tu rn the v isits on Moslem feasts.

“The rules are sim ple,” a c ­ 
cording to H allm ark expert Sal­ 
ly Hopkins, but people som e-! 
tim es becom e confused because 
they are sending a num ber of 
cards and m ust choose betw een

the form al and inform al

business associates and friends 
and fam ily . 
Probably the two m ost asked 
questions are, “ Do y ou sig n the 
husband’s nam e or the wife’s 
nam e first?” and “ Is it proper 
to ty pe addresses on the enve­ 
lopes or m ust they be hand­ 
w ritten?” 


‘E ith er 
the 
husband’s 
or 
wife’s 
nam e 
can

first,” M iss Hopkins say s. “ As 
a m atter of courtesy , the person

Clubs Are Painless Savings Plan 


One of the favorite ways of 
saving for Christmas gift-giving 
is still the Christmas Club. 
Last year more than 16 mil­ 
lion people saved over $2.2 bil­ 
lion at 10,000 banks through the 
United States. 
Here’s how the typical Christ­ 
mas Club works: 
A member opens his account 
and gets a booklet of 50 cou­ 
pons, one for each week. The 
accounts are usually opened at 
the start of October, and con­ 
tinue to the end of the follow­ 
ing October. 
The bank operating the club 
sends the member a check for 
the amount saved in November. 
Booklets are available with 
coupon denominations from $1 
through $6, $10 and $20. This 
makes it possible to save from 
$50 to $1,000 during the course 
of the year. 


Most banks pay no interest, 
though the trend in recent years 
has been toward paying some 
interest on the accounts. 
Why have the Christmas Clubs 
been so successful? 
“No one has really ever been 
able to figure it out,” says 
James Shea, marketing manag­ 
er of the Bowery Savings Bank 
in New York. 
Shea 
adds 
that 
“vacation 
clubs,” based on the same prin­ 
ciple except that the money 
saved is used for travel, have 
never 
had the success the 
Christmas Clubs have had. 
“It’s convenient, and a pain­ 
less way to save,” says Shea. 
The 20,000 Christmas Club 
members saved about $2 mil­ 
lion at the Bowery last year, 
Shea said. 
Richard Field, assistant vice 
president at the First National 


City Bank of New York, says 
that the chief attraction of the 
Christmas Club is that “it is a 
forced vehicle kind of savings.” 
“There’s 
no temptation 
to 
take money out, its not like a 
regular passbook where there’s 
a big withdrawal column,” he 
says. 
Fields adds that money can 
be withdrawn from a Christmas 
Club account, but that many 
members don’t know this. 
Fields 
also 
explains 
that 
banks don’t offer interest on 
Christmas Club accounts be­ 
cause the amounts are often 
small — the First National City 
average is $150 per account. 
First National City’s Christ­ 


mas Club had 150,000 members 
who saved $22 million in 1969, 
Fields said. 
He also explained that the ex­ 
penses of administering the ac­ 
counts, printing up the special 
coupon books and checks used 
in paying club members eats 
up whatever profit the banks 
may make by not paying in­ 
terest. 
The concept of the Christmas 
Club was developed in 1910 by 
Herbert F. Rawll, an English 
printing 
salesman 
who 
spe­ 
cialized in bank stationary. 
Rawll founded the Christmas 
Club Corp., a privately held 
firm, which prints coupon books 
and also supplies banks with 
posters and mher promotional 
material for the clubs. 
Rand-McNally, the publisher 
and map maker, also offers 


Cranberry Part of 
American History 


WISCONSIN 
RAPIDS, 
Wis. 
(AP) — Those bright red ber­ 
ries that embellish your Christ­ 
mas table came a long way 
historically and geographically. 
Not that the cranberry is lim 
ited any longer to the Yule sea­ 
son, or Thanksgiving. They’re 
popular now year round. 
This year’s record cranberry 
harvest totaled 
approximately 
1.6 million barrels nationally—• 
nearly 11 per cent more than 
last year and 16 per cent more 
than in 1967. Each barrel con­ 
tains 100 pounds of the fruit. 
That’s a far cry from the 
days before Columbus when In­ 
dians harvested a few berries 
for decorative and medicinal 
purposes and then found they 
were good eating, too. 
This central Wisconsin com­ 
munity is the merchandising 
and processing hub of one of the 
five major cranberry growing 
areas in the country. The others 
are in Massachusetts, New Jer 
sey, Washington and Oregon. 
Massachusetts is the national 
leader, with Wisconsin running 
second. 
About 200 Wisconsin growers 
produce the berries in a 4,000- 
acre area. The plants are a low, 
trailing vine that grow close to 
the 
ground in marshes, or 
“bogs.” 
Vines 
are perennial 
and become intertwined within 
a few years of planting. During 
the growing season, tiny pink­ 
ish blossoms appear in June 
and July. 
Fruits the size of marbles be­ 
gin ripening after Labor Day. 
Harvest of the many-seeded red 
berries begins in early Septem­ 
ber 
and continues 
through 
October. 
During the October harvest 
season, semi-trailer trucks are 
lined up at receiving plants 
throughout the growing area 
The stations operate six days 
a week, closing down for clean­ 
up one day a week. 
All the berries received at the 
plant in nearby Babcock are 
processed and canned at the 
Ocean Spray Cranberries, Inc., 
plant in 
North 
Chicago, 
111. 
Many of the berries are kept 
in large freezers at the Illinois 
plant to permit an even- year- 
round flow to the retail mar­ 
kets. 
At Babcock, the berries pass 
through a mechanical sorter, 
where they are separated from, 
leaves and other chaff which 
may accumulate in the picking 
process. The berries leave the 
sorter on two conveyor belts, j 
according to size. 
They pass through a stainless 
steel 
defoliation 
separator. 
Here, a detergent solution re­ 
moves soft or broken berries 
from the firm ones, washing 


;;:PORTABLEC?j 
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them in the process. 
The large berries continue 
along the convey system to a 
row of tables, where women sort 
further by hand, discarding all 
but the firm, ripe, red berries, 
which will ultimately be pro­ 
cessed 
into whole cranberry 
sauce. 
A similar hand sorting pro­ 
cess is used for the smaller ber­ 
ries, although color is not as 
important here. These will be 
processed into jelly, strained 
sauce, cranberry juice or other 
products. 
How did the cranberry get 
its name? 
One explanation is that the, 
drooping, 
graceful 
blossoms j 
that appear on the plant in mid-! 
summer resemble the head of 
a crane. 
But the name’s not impor­ 
tant. What counts is the flavor 
—at Christmas or any time.

“Sales for the retail industry 
will be up by about 5.5 per cent 
for the second half,” Edward 
S. Donnell, president and chief 
executive officer of Montgom­ 
ery Ward, predicts. 
He gives as his reasons the 
expiration of the federal income 
tax surcharge, and new high 
contracts being won by labor 
unions. 
Carl H. Madden, chief econo­ 
mist of the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce adds 
that 
higher j 
government salaries and higher 
social security payments also 
can be expected to contribute 
to an upturn of the consumer 
spending 
around 
Christmas­ 
time. 
Madden also says that con-j 
sumers, made nervous by the; 
Cambodian incursion and 
the 
unrest that followed, have been 
saving about 6.8 per cent of 
their income and holding back 
on some purchases. The normal 
savings level, which he says 
will be reached again around 
Christmastime, is only 5 
per 
cent. 
Hopes for a good season, des­ 
pite current economic uncer­ 
tainty, seem to be widespread. 
“ I think the Christmas sea­ 
son, which is such an important 
time of the year for retailers, 
will again set new record high 


sales,” Gordon Metcalf, chair­ 
man of Sears-Roebuck, said re- 
| cently. 
He expects a sales gain of 
about 6 per cent. 
“We definitely believe, from 
I the study of the economic situa­ 
tion today that there will be a 
rebound in the fall and that 
Christmas will be bigger 
this 
year than last year,” William 
Burston of the National Retail 
Merchants Association said. 
Burston added that much of 
the Christmas gift spending is 
on items of apparel, and that] 
60 per cent of annual toy sales 
are concentrated during 
the 
month of December.
